WATER OR FARMS?

Mr. Armstrong's Plan for Duct from,
Erie Commended.

To the Editor of The Tribune.
Sir: An article appeared In your Issue of June

30. entitled "Complaint from Crotón Falls," In
which it was stated that the inhabitants of the vtl-
läge were overwhelmed with grief caused by the
water board having decided to build a dam and
reservoir which would utterly ruin the place and
blast the hopes of the people.
Tn conclusion it was said that a Mr. Armstrong

had outlined a plan for obtaining an abundant sup¬
ply of pure water from I_ike Erie, which would
render the building of reservoirs in "Westohcster
County and its vicinity unnecessary. Mr. Arm¬
strong's article was published In one of the daily
evening papers last Februnrv, and doubtless es¬

caped the nfeptinn of those for whom It was In-
tended.
With your permission I propose to give a svn-

opsls of the plan which Mr. Armstrong has outlined,
believing it to he both feasible and practical, and
worthy of the attention of our city authorities.

It Is true the plan will involve considerable ex-

pense to the ciiv and Rtite. but we must remember
that in a few years New-York City will be double
Its present size and able to bear its proportion of
the expense.
The island .->f Manhattan is so narrow that the

pupulatlcn must of necessity extend northward
and occupy land which is now wanted for dams
and reservoirs, but which would not be needed if
«rater is obtained from some other source.
Mr. Armstrong's plan is to build a large duct

alongside the old Brie «""ana!, having outlets la sup-
ply adjoining .»lties. which would materially lessen
the origina! expense. The water through this duct
could be onnveve,- to the upper part of the Cornell
reservoir, and In this way an abundant supplv of
pure water for all future time rould be obtained.
Mr. Armstrong's Idea is that the turning of the

present reservotra and water sheds into taxable
property, as well as the s.ving of their cost of
maintenance, would soon omai. a sinking fund
that would wire out »he heavy first cost of the un¬

dertaking and res»ilt in a handsome income to the
¿state Water, pure and abundant, is an absolu»*
necessity in the domestic -nomv of a large city.
We will find »his t_ be true if we study 'he history
of s'teh ancient ci'ies as Carthage and Rome,
which had complete and perfect svstenis of aque¬
ducts over one hundred miles in length, and con¬

veying water to cities having a population of a
million or more.

It h.s been estimated that for every 5,088 persons
in the city of New-York one square mile of fertile
land in th. beautiful vaiievs comprising our water
sheds is required to furnish the necessary supply
of water. In other words, one square mile of our

valuable land is rendered useUss in «.rder that
5/O0 people in the city may be supplied with wate-.
If, then, New-York city contains a population of
five miMions, one thousand square miles of fertile
land must be sacrificed for their benefit. It fol¬
low?, therefore, that if in a few years the popula¬
tion of New-York city is double what it n..w

is two thousand square miles of fertile land will
be wanted for dama and ieser\oirs. to say noth¬
ing of tue Immens« expense of Keeping tnem in
order, utter having purcbased the property and

"lit of existence the bottsea and driven orf
me inhabitants thereof.
At the lowest calculation, then, one thousand

square miles are worth to-day gUMM a square
mile, and some of it much more. This means th-»
destruction of property worth at the present tim»»
at least $125,000,000, nut. what two thousand square
miles of cities and vil!ag«-s will be worth a few
years hence no one can calculate. If the above
[Statement is correct land who will call it in ques¬
tion'.», ¡t -'.-fins perfectly evident that an abundant
supply of pure and sweet «water for all future time
must be obtained elsewhere than in Westchester
County "t" ¦'! land adjacent.

I am very confident that Mr Armstrong's plan
is the only satisfactory solution to this problem of
water - ii ply
He proposes that water be taken from Lake Erie,

wnich is 664 feet higher than sea level, and con-
. \.,1 into a large duct built by the side of the old
Erie Canal, and beneath the surface a few feet.
He estimates the entire expensa to be not over
1150,000,000, requiring four years in its construction
provided it is built contemporaneous with the en¬
largement of the Erie canal.
This duct is to be built of first Quality cement,

of which there is an ample supply in this country.
and with st.el wire wound around it and embedded
i.i the cement like "the Brown segmentai wire-
wound gun. which has surpassed ail ordnance
heretofore designed
Made in this way the duct will be capable of

resisting any aititiiin« of pressure required of it
and will last forever. This duct will fttflow the
right of Way already owned by the State ,-,f New-
York, the canal, unti! Bcbenectady is reached, when
It can be run In nearly a straight line to New-York
City or to the Cornell reservoir. It will be large
enough to deliver one billion gallons of water every
twenty-four hours.
This vast amount of water is only one four-hun¬

dredth part of »he water that flows over the falls
of Niieara. and too insignificant In quantltv to
destroy the beautv and splendor of the falls
This duct will pass through or near most of the

large cities of the State, every one of which would
be glad of an abundant supply of pure water and
pay its portion of the expense.
The reservoirs already buiit on the line of this

duct could then be sold, and turned Into fertile
farms, paving yearlv taxes
In this way, if the water Is carried directh- to

New-York City, every pumping station would be
rendered useless, and the cost of operating them,
over $500,000 a year, would be saved. All the con¬
demned watersheds could be sold, and the pro¬
ceeds used to pay for this pipe line
As thus outlined, there would be no dams, no

condemnation proceedings, no disturbance of the
vast Industries of the State, and no land to purchase, no one driven from his home and no vil¬
lages d<-_troyed, and no hard feelings engenderedby loss of property for which no adequate compen¬sation had been received.

I_et no one imagine for a moment that the Ranv
apo steal is dead It is onlv slumbering, and when
a favorable opportunity comes It will crop out
again and try to fleece New-York out of untold
millions. The Ravnapo Water Company, a privatecorporation «>f political schemers, proposes to
charge the city of New-York $70 per 1.060,000 gallons
on a forty year contract for an indefinite and
scanty supply of frogpond water and marshv land.
Every one who has examined this subject knows
that this would be an exorbitant price. No one
knows what this would ultimately ,»ost the city,owing to the ambiguous language and nature of
the contrac.
By appointing men of marked ability, men of

henestv and strict ln'egr!*y. including one or more
civil engineers well qualified to carry out this gi¬
gantic project of Mr Armstrong to a successful
completion, would be a grand undertaken for theState and city of New-York.

It would he the most popular and beneficial meas¬
ure ever devised by human skill and ingenultv

I have thus given you in as few words as possi¬ble the scheme as devised by Mr Armstrong andit is to be hoped that our legislators and the"powers that be" will give this matter their se-iousconsideration, and not throw It aside as a visionaryproject and unworthy of their attention. \ .'
